Borah wrote that he would let the 


association's assumption "that I am a 
candidate for the

Borah talking more nnd more like 
presidential candidates, the Republi- 
can party obviously is headed toward 
n conflict of serious proportions. 


No one can tell how far it will con- 


tinue along that pathwny. Often hi the 
past the party has been able to com- 
promise perilous internal differences, 
and achieve finally a fairly united 
front. Volunteer peacemakers, recog- 
nizing the present danger, are seeking 
n solution. Perhaps they will find 
one. 


The only possible way to look at 


politics 
intelligently, however, is to 


consider the facts as they exist at the 
moment, not on the basis of hypo- 
thetical situations which may or may 
not develop In the future. The facts 
arc quite plain. 


Mr. Hoover, whether he runs or not, 


is determined the party shall not 
come under the control of that school

lierc is a clear-cut issue, entirely 


aside from any question of possible 
candidates.

Exomulc Of Issues 


'/ There is no mystery why compro- 
mise would be most distasteful to Mr.

From an organization viewpoint Mr. 


Borah's independence of the constitut- 
ed Republican leadership has been a 
Source of irritation and exasperation 
;for years. 


On the side of issues (to take a single 


fcxample), Mr. Hoover looks on ortho- 
;clox money as an absolutely indispen- 
sable requisite to sound government, 
.While Mr. Borah favors "reflection."

presidential candidacy, it will be 
against his belter judgment. 


It is hardly possible that either min- 


imizes the obstacles which stand be- 
tween 
him 
and 
the 
nomination. 


Against each there exists within the 
party a considerable body of bitterly 
adverse opinion which might foment 
tin open break in the national conven- 
tion. 


Considering this, it Is entirely cred- 


ible that both Mr. Hoover and Mr. 
Borah have set out on their present 
activities without thought of becom- 
ing candidates — Mr. Hoover seeking 
primarily to have a major part'in the 
selection of some other candidate, Mr. 
Borah determined that no such thing 
shall happen.

DUNFEnMLlNE, 
Scotland—(JP)—in 


this ancient Scots burg, whore An- 
drew Carnegie dreamed as a boy of 
fame and success, the centenary of the 
birth of the world*khown benefactor 
is being observed November 25. 


Tho 40,000 residents of Dunfermlinc 


have had no opportunity to forget the 
name of Carnegie. Every citizen has 
benefited in some way from Carnegie 
money. Every other street reveals 
some gift which the famous millionaire 
made to his beloved birthplace. 


Cottage SOU Stands 


Dunfermline today boasts of swim- 


ming pools, libraries, 
gymnasiums, 


technical schools. It has the most 
famous public park in Scotland. All 
are gifts of the man who went from 
humble poverty to great wealth. 


The cottage where Carnegie was 


born still stands, a squat gray stone 
affair, with dormer windows jutting 
out from a quaint crd-tlled roof. The 
attic room where he slept as a child 
is in virtually its original condition. 


Visitors from all parts of the world 


have inspected the room, with its low, 
sloping ceiling, and the old-fashioned 
bed built into a recess in the wall. 
Some of the original furniture, sober 
in appearance and solid, remains. 


Aiuiual Picnic held 


One of the first sights to attract 


Carnegie as a boy was the Dunferm- 
line Abbey, founded in the Eleventh 


j century by Maicom Canmorc, and the ! 
' burial place of Robert 
the Bruce, 


whose name is emblazoned on the 
tower. The curfew bell which tolled— 
and it still docs—was the signal, at 
eight o'clock, for young Carnegie to 
Bo to bed. 


Close by the Abbey was Pittcn- 


crieff Glen, a large estate which was 
barred to Carnegie 
and 
his com- 


panions, no matter how much they 
wanted to wander through the dark ; 
wooded glen. Later, as a multi-mil- j 
Jionairc, Carnegie bought the estate. 
It is now a park where.thousands of 
school children are entertained yearly 
at a picnic which costs-$5,000. 
i 


In direct contrast to the evidences 


of Carnegie's boyhood is the modern 
"Treasure House," adjoining his early 
home. Rulers, statesmen, and cor- 
porate bodies throughout the world I 
have contributed to the contents of the 
house. Gold and silver caskets from • 
cities and towns, resplendent robes 
from the universities of Europe and 
America, and brilliantly illuminated 
scrolls, are assembled in tribute to the 
one-time bobbin boy.

Dr. Walton H. Hamilton's 


Job Is to Protect Con- 


sumers' Interests 


WASHINGTON. — (/p) — Dr. Walton 


H. Hamilton, the President's adviser 
on consumer problems, is Washing- 
ton's new "mystery man." 


He has ben a special presidential 


advisar isnce June 30, but only since 
the arrival on Washington desks of a j 
pamphlet called "The Consumer." ed- 


J ited in his division, has the fickle 
Washintogn spotlight turned to him. 


It does so just as rumbles of dis- 


content over the rising price of bread 
reach the capital. 


Commentators examine two facts 


and Wonder: the rising cost of living, 
and the direct, entre to the White 
House granted Hamilton whose partic- 
ular worry is the rising cost of living. 


Staff Gathers Facts 


His program includes these objec- 


tives: inquires into prices 
where 


"trouble spots" keep the product out 


j of the consumers' reach; education of 
1 the public to use quailty standards and 
to ask for grade labeling ;advice to 
people buying co-operatively; and ex- 
pansion of consumers' councils. 


For some time Hamilton's staff of 


six economists has ben gathering facts 


[ about key industries; women's dresses, 
shoes, tires, autos, ice and papar. 
When the surveys are done the facts 
will be made available to manufac- 
turers and the people who buy from 
! them. 
i Hamilton believes in making facts 
public. He wonders, for instance, how 
many men who start factories to make 
women's dresses know the average 
life of such a plant is only three 
years. 
He grins over the industry doddering 
along with machines which are 30 
years old on the average. He thinks 
they could sell more at lower prices if 
they had kept up-to-date. 


"Just An Adviser" 


But, he points out, he has no pow- 


er to go in and say, "You're gathering 
moss. Junk it." He is just an advis- 
er. But he believes in advice. 


"NRA, goodness knows made enough 


mistakes," he says, "but it did make 
business men think in larger terms; 
about whole industries instead of sin- 
:|gle plants." 


He grins at the cynical suggestion 


that facts may not force the ineffi- 
cient manufacturer to change his rou- 
tine. 


"You'd be surprised how many bus- 


iness men are intellectually curious 
enough to give us help," he says. 


"This week two of the largest or- 


ganizations in the country offered us 
the free use of their books. We will 
study one set to find out the average 
wa^e-earner's credit and how he uses 
it."

the Newspapers

WASHINGTON - Tucked away in 


one of the vnst corridors of the de- 
partment of commerce building is a 
mystery unit of the "new deal" about 
which the general 
public 
knows 


scarcely anything, but an agency of 
tremendous importance to now deal- 
ers themselves. 


It is the Press Intelligence Service— 


one of the largest government-spon- 
sored newspaper clipping bureaus in 
the world. 


Louis Howe, the President's secre- 


tary, is credited with originating the 
idea. First set up as (n part of NRA, 
Press Intelligence Service since the 
demise of the Blue Eagle has been 
supported by the National Emergency 
Council. 


More than 50 trained newspaper men 


and women daily pore over some 400 
newspapers from 
all 
parts of the 


country in an effort to keep govern- 
ment 
officials 
informed as to the 


country's reaction to the policies pur- 
sued in Washington. 


Reactions Digested 


Every morning there is placed on 


the desks of 400 high government of- 
ficials mimeographed bulletins enabl- 
ing each to tell at a glance what the 
reaction of the 
country's 
press is 


toward the policies he announced two 
days before. 


A telegraphic style is employed in 


the bulletins. Digesting a story, for 
example, of the government ending 
direct relief, the bulletin will say— 
"Mayor B , . . condemns end of dole." 
A short summary is included along 
with the name of the publication and 
its dateline. 


Press Intelligence is even more ef- 


ficient. Suppose Secretary Wallace de- 
sires to know the reaction of a par- 
ticular section of the country to one 
of AAA's production control programs. 
He calls Press Intelligence. 


Immediately all the routine clip- 


pnig ceases and a well-organized corps 
of 
news 
hunters 
begins 
snipping 


through all the newspapers in the lo- 
cality of concern to the 
secretary. 


Within a few hours there is placed in 
his hands the information he desires. 


Racks of News 


The working quarters of Press Intel- 


ligence are cluttered with old news- 
papers and clippings. Racks reaching 
to the ceiling contain nothing but the 
news of day before yesterday. Other 
racks contain nothing but 
cartons 


filled with the news of two days be- 
fore yesterday. 


One group of men does nothing but 


digest editorials. Another condenses 
news stories and 
turns 
them into 


headlines. Others do nothing but clip. 


On the floor above, 
a battery of 


typewriters clicks out the pages which 
tomorrow are read by the President 
and his executive officers. 
Mimeo- 


graph machines whirl out hundreds of 
copies of the bulletins. 
Messengers 


scurry over town to deliver the views 
of the press to the officials who made 
the news. 


Press Intelligence prefers to remain 


unseen and unknown. Although it 
has been in existence for more than 
two years, a mere handful of people 
in Washington are aware of its exist- i 
ence.

PARIS—(£>)—Emperor Hallo Selas- 


sie's right to the imperial crowd of 
Ethiopia Is backed by a Parisian doc- 
tor who taught the king of kings how 
to speak and read French. 


Doctor Vitalien, for seven years per- 


sonal physician and advisor to Mene- 
lik II, backs his testimony with a pho- 
tograph showing Haile Selassie sitting 
at Mencllk's right hand during a court 
function. 


"Menelik always intended the throne 


to go to Haile Selassie, his grand- 
nephew, instead of his grandson, Lij 
Fasu," Dr. Vilalien said. "He knew 
Lij Yasu was unfit for the throne and 
while I sat by his deathbed his friends 
were burying the imperial crown. 


Uncrowned Emperor Unfit 


"Lij 
Yasu, although' he reigned for 


throe years, never was crowned. When 
I left Ethiopia a year after Menelik's 
death al Ithe work Menelik had done 
was crumbling under Yasu's misrule." 


Lij Yasu was deposed by public 


proclamation in 1916 when Zauditu, 
daughter of Menelik, was proclaimed 
empress and Haile Selassie, then Has 


Tnfari of Shon, \vns named regent and 
heir to the throne. 


Dr. Vifellen sailed for Dijboul! from 


Marseille in 1893, but before he ar- 
rived In the trench port Word of his 
comLnfl had reached Menelik 11. Mono- 
Ilk, 
the first Ethiopian ruler to at- 


tempt to modernize his domain, had 
little faith ih the Incantations of na- 
tive doctors and sent Vltalicti nn im- 
perial invitation. 


Seven Years In Palace 


The French doctor accepted and liv- 


ed for seven years 
In the imperial 


palace, acting as personal physician 
and advisor to Menelik. 


"When I first knew little Tafnri," 


said the doctor, explaining that "Tn- 
fnri" was Halle Selassie's 
familiar 


name in the palace, "he was scarcely 
three years old. 


''After he had learned -Ainhnrlc from 


his native teachers the emperor turn- 
ed him over to me and I taught him 
to read nnd write French. 
When I 


left he was almost bi-lingual and I 
heard he scpnks well even now."

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ATLANTA/ Ga.—(ff)—For 
the first 


time in the United States, a system of 
state farm markets under the complete 
control of the commissioner of agri- 
culture will begin operation in Geor- 
gia January 1, 1936. 


Eight markets are being set up in 


key cities of the state to provide an 
outlet for farm produce. Three of 
these are ready for operation and 
work is underway on most of the 
others, but the entire system will 
not be doing business before the first 
of next year. 


Under a bill passed by the last leg- ' 


islature, Commissioner, of Agriculture 
Tom Linder will assess fees and com- 
missions for the markets' use by the 
farmers, and he will be in general : 
command of the system. The bill em- 
powers him even to place embargos 
on produce from other states if neces- 
sary to protect the Georgia market. | 


No money was provided to organ- 


ize the system, however. In most in- 
stances the cities and counties are 
co-operating to provide land for the j 
markets and labor to clear the market 
sites. They are 
also • financing the 


erection of necessary buildings and 
sheds on the market property. 


Plan Is Fought 


The income of Georgia farmers is 


expected to be increased greatly by 
this plan providing them with good 
market facilities where the buyer and 
seller can met. Placed in the various 
sections of the state, the 
markets 


should increase the consumption of 
Georgia-raised products. The markets 
arc being erected in Atlanta, Macon, 
Thomasville, 
Valdosta. 
Douglas, 


Gainesville, Cartersville and Glenn- 
villc. 


A suit to prevent the erection of the 


markets was filed against Linder re- 
cently by operators of the Washington I 
street public market in Atlanta. It at- ' 
tacked the constitutionality 
of the 


market act passed by the legislature 
on the grounds that it violates the 
constitutional 
mandate 
against the 


state of Georgia going into business. 


"The state should not'go into busi- 


ness for profit," Linder agreed, "and 
we are not going to operate these 
markets for a profit. They will bo 
non-profit organizations for the mu- 
tual benefit of the fanner and the 
buyer, providing the buyer with good 
profit from his labors. Only enough 
fees will he collected to operate the 
markets. 


'Fanners For It' 


"The state is in business in a sense 


, in ;i lot of things. State owned col- 
: leges compete with private schools; 
state operated asylums compete with 


] private asylums, and the state bureau 


i of markets competes with private bus- 
' iness. Practically all Georgia farm- 
: ers are for this plan of marketing. The 
only objection so far has come from 
those on the Atlanta public market." 


Georgia farmers work all year and 


do not have time to plan for markc.'t- 
ing their products, Linder said. So 
they follow a haphazard plan, not 
knowing where to market their prod- 
ucts, and not being able to receive a 
good price for their goods. The new 
planned marketing system bringing j
